EASTON, Md., June 16 
(AP) — It’s chicken-cooking 
time on the Eastern Shore. 

The 17th annual Delmarva 
Chicken Festival, including 
final cookoffs in the National 
Chicken Cooking Contest, 
begins Thursday and ends 
Saturday. 

Martha Hendley of Ocala, 
F 1 a., defending national 
chicken cooking champion, 
will return to the Shore with 
a concoction in the barbeque 
division. Her “International 
Dateline Chicken” was 
judged the tastiest of them 
all last year. 

About 300 persons are en- 
tered in the four cooking di- 
visions — barbecue, portable 
appliance, senior range and 
junior range. 

The chefs will be compet- 
ing for nearly $12,000 in 
prizes. Winner in the senior 
division will receive tickets 
for two for a five-country 
tour of Europe. The junior 
champion will win a trip to 
Chicago and a check for a 
$2000 shopping spree. 

The barbeque king vrill : 
earn a vacation for two at i 
Mofitego Bay in the British 
West Indies and the portable 
appliance winner will take 
home several home applian- 
ces. 

The cook-offs will be in the 
Easton High School cafeteria 
on 40 new ranges. The con- 
testants will cook in two-hour 
shifts. For those who are not 
cooking chicken, they can 
find plenty of it to eat. 

The ten-foot frying pan will 
be frying as much as 10,000 
pieces of chicken a day to 
feet the some 30,000 to 40,000 
persons expected to attend. '■ 
The chickens are furnished 
by the Delmarva poultry in- 
dustry, which sponsors the 
festival. 

Other events besides the 
cookoffs include the Miss 
Delmarva Pageant Thursday 
and Friday night, the Little 
Miss Delmarva for 3 to 6 year I 
olds Thursday afternoon, 
daily rides on the Tred Avon 
River on a 109 - passenger 
river boat, an antique ear 
show Saturday, a parade Sat- 1 
urday, pony rides and air 
shows. 
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
